CITIZENS OF MEREDITH: 

It is the opinion of your committee that the schools entrusted to 
their care during the past year have ir the main been a success, yet 
they have not attained to that standard of excellence which their 
importance as a source of instruction, and the expenditure for their 
support, would seem to demand and warrant. 

In two instances there may have been a defect on the part of 
teachers, though your committee think in both cases the teachers 
have been well qualified. 

Prejudice, with or without just cause, sometimes militates large- 
ly against the prosperity of the school: 

Hasty judgment without definite knowledge obtained by person- 
al inspection of the schools, often exerts pernicious influence. 


The task of caring for and instructing pupils through a term of . 


school is not light, and especially when we consider that they have 
been reared in different families with a diversity of government, in- 
struction and motive. 

As are our schools so are our children, and as are our children so 
is the forthcoming generation, that generation that is to hold the 
scepter of power in families, communities and the nation. 

Popular education at the public expense is a fundamental demo- 
cratic principle. Without this thereis a tendency to aristocracy, 
where the few only are eligible to distinction. 

If any are disposed to complain because they are heavily taxed to 
support schools, remember that the education of the community en- 
hances the market value of their property tenfold more than the 
tax they are required to pay. 

Most of our school-houses are in good repair. A number arein a 
bad condition, and something must be done to repair or rebuild 
them soon. 

We have been pleased to note the improvements in many direc- 
tions, both in scholarship and deportment. 

We purchased a few maps which were placed in the largest 
schools; we believe that they should be placed in every school.
